TO POOL MEMBERS ' 

Matters of Importance to Wheat Pool 
Members. Uoatl it Well 

I he Alberta W heat pool is making 
a determined effort to point out to 
Pool members the importance of de¬ 
livering' Pool grain to Pool elevators 
wherever it is possible, in view of the 
light crop in Alberta this year. 

T he Poof elevator system was built 
up for the purpose of giving service 
and protection to the membership. 
Three years ago there were four Pool 
elevators in Alberta. Today there are 
437, representing an investment of ov 
er six million dollars of Pool farmers’ 
money. This investment must be pro¬ 
tected. 

Pool members should realize tliatit 
is a matter of very great importance 
for the Selling Agency to have -Pool 
wheat readily available at all times. 
When Pool wheat is delivered to Pool 
elevators it is_aiways available to the 
Selling Agency, 

This great elevator system was de¬ 
veloped because Pool farmers insisted 
that this course he taken, f or years 
the head office of the Wheat Pool has 
been deluged with requests and even 
demands for Pool elevators. Xow it 
is up to Poo! farmers to show their 
appreciation of their own system by 
delivering their wheat to Pool eleva¬ 
tors. 

The introduction of combines and 
auto trucks has speeded up harvest¬ 
ing onrUge Canadian prairies to a re¬ 
markable degree. The result has 
been an unprecedented-flow-of grain 
to the elevators during a brief period 
in the fall. In order to restrict this 
’ glut as. much as possible the Alberta 
Wheat Pool is offering a bonus of 2 
cents a bushel for wheat held on 
farms until December. 2nd, 1929. 
Wheat producers should realize it is 
not good business to deliver the crop 
in such a hurried manner that it has 
a reactionary effect on the market. 

The Wheat Pool has not made a 
practice of compelling Pool farmers 
to deliver their crop in one crop year. 
For instance: some Pool farmers have 
carried wheat from their 1928 crop 
past the date of th^ closing of the 
1928 Pool, which was July lath, and 
delivered this grain to the 1929 Pool. 
Xo objections have been made by the 
Pool against this practice. A recent 
news item issued by the Wheat Poo! 
mentioned that action had been 
taken against a few Pool members 
who had not delivered their 1928 
wheat to the Pool. This has been con 
strued by some to mean that all I’ool- 
.wheat should be delivered within the 
Pool year. As a matter of fact the ac¬ 
tion was taken because the wheat had 
been delivered outside The Pool.

REQUIREMENTS RE 
ALBERTA VEHICLE ACT 

There appears to he some misunder-' 
landing among owners of trucks regard- 
ng the requirements of the I’ublie Vehicle 
Act. which became effective May 1,.1929. 

This Act provides that ; "No person 
shall operate iqion a public highway out: 
side of any-city, town or village, any. pub¬ 
lic vehicle or any freight vehicle, without 
having first obtained from the Minister of 
Public .Works a license so to." A Freight 
Vehicle is defined as : “Any motor vehicle 
operated by or on behalf of any person 
for the purixise of transporting any goods, 
merchandise or livestock over, upon or 
along any public highway.” 

Under this Act then-lore, every owner, 
of a Freight Vehicle as defined, is requir¬ 
ed to'first obtain a license, and owners of 
vehiclus doing custom hauling, will lie as¬ 
sessed monthly upon the basis of so much 
per ton mTle hauled. 

Owners of freight vehicles are there¬ 
fore urged to comply with these require¬ 
ments immediately.

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TIMELY TOPICS 

We are glad to see some interest 
being taken in Southern Alberta, that 
is, the section south of Calgary, in 
in the standing grain and the better 
farm competitions. It is time we 
boosted both along, because We are 
lacking altogether too much in that 
spirit of competition which produces 
fine farms and makes for much in 
profits and permanency. On our lar¬ 
ger farms here in the south, we are 
a little too much inclined tcf strive on- ! 
ly for quantity—we lose sight of the 
quality, says the Lethbridge Herald. 

There is no reason why Southern 
Alberta land should not again win the 
world's championship in wheat. We 
don’t know where better wheat can be 
grown than right here. But we need 
more local competitions like that 
judged the other day in the standing 
field teats to get us into the swing of 
the thing. There should be 50 farmers 
south of Calgary in the standing 
wheat and oats tests next year. That 
would mean 500 acres or more of the 
best of seed for the following year. 
It’s a fine way to speed up our good 
seed production. 

Decide right now to, get into the 
10 acre wheat competition next year. 
Pick out a good clean piece of land, 
and if you have some well rotted man 
ure, spread it on. Give it an extra 
stroke of the cultivator next spring to 
clean it up. Sow the very best seed 
you can get elite if possible. Then 
rogue it just before harvest, picking 
out all off color heads and heads 
which are bearded. Pick out the 
weeds, trim up the edges, and let the 
judge come along. If you don't win 
the prize ' you’ll win because you’ll 
have a lot of good seed off it for 
the next year. 

And then there’s the better farm 
competition. It is surprising what 
one can learn from this. Good culti¬ 
vation, good seed, freedom from 
weeds, nicely painted home and barns 
clean yard, a wind break, well kept 
machinery, a proper balance of live¬ 
stock, a water supply, a winter feed 
reserve—all .these things ought to en 
ter into the decision as to who would 
be the master farmer. It’s a big event 
in some states.—Lethbridge Herald. 

Eighteen school districts in Alber¬ 
ta have been empowered to borrow a 
total of $52,500 to effect improve¬ 
ments on present school buildings and 
construction of new schools, according 
to an announcement by the provincial 
government. The highest amount to 
be borrowed by a school is $5,000 and 
the smallest is $700. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool now owns 
435 elevators spread over the length 
and breadth of the province.

266,077,695 BUSHELS 

Winnipeg Free Press Estimates the 
Prairie Wheat Crop at 266.077,695 
Bushels. Alberta 77,136,549 

The prairie \yheat crop will total 
266.077,695 bushels, according to the 
Manitoba Free crop report pub¬ 

lished on September 7. While the 
wheat yield will be little more than 
one-half of the 1928 crop, says the re¬ 
port, the financial returns will be to 
a considerable extent offset by the 
loss in bushels. 

Saskatchewan’s yield is estimated 
at 151,699,394 bushels of .wheat; Al¬ 
berta's at 77,136,549 bushels, and 
Manitoba’s at 37,241,750 bushels. 

The total prairie wheat acreage is 
placed at 23,158,505 acres distributed 
as follows: 'Saskatchewan 13,790,854 
Alberta 6,707„526; Manitoba 2,660,- 
125. 

Manitoba with a small wheat crop 
in proportion to her sister provinces, 
tops Alberta and Saskatchewan in av¬ 
erage yield. According to the esti¬ 
mate, Manitoba will average .14 bush¬ 
els to the acre, Alberta 11‘i and Sas¬ 
katchewan, easily the most prolific 
wheat province, 11 bushels. 

I Quality of the wheat crops so far 
threshed, and the fact that so large 
a percentage of the harvesting was 
done in such good weather at a mini¬ 
mum of expense, are quoted as reas¬ 
ons for t he high financial value of 
the crop despite its comparative small 
size. 

| Oats is characterized as the most 
disappointing of all the crops, as a 
total of only 141,354,186 bushels is 
j estimated from 8,157,411 acres. i

The large dining roqjn of the Pal- 
User Hotel was thronged with 700 
people desirous of hearing the Rt. 
Hon. Winston Churchill on Monday 
last when he spoke on Empire mat¬ 
ters. After Mayor Osborne had for¬ 
merly welcomed the distinguished 
statesman and party to Calgary, Mr. 
L. W. lirockington in a gracious and 
brilliant manner', introduced the speak 
er. He briefly surveyed Mr. Church¬ 
ill’s achievements as an author, sold¬ 
ier and statesman and warm applause 
greeted the speaker as he finished. 

When Mr. Churchill arose, several 
minutes elapsed ere cheering and clap 
ping of hands subsided. Expressing 
great pleasure at the cordial welcome 
extended him he made reference to 
his former visit in Canada thirty 
years ago. 

“Thirty years ago, men traced the 
geographical formation of Canada on 
the map, pointed out her enormous 
spread of land and her small^popula- 
lion, and said that a country'of this 
size could not endure and progress un 
I der these conditions. Today, thirty 
J years later, the voice of the pessimist 
j has been silenced. With her agricul- 
j tural and mineral wealth and her 
great northland only partially devel- 
j oped, Canada has taken her place 
j mong the nations of the world and 
j her march of progress will go on.” 

Speaking of the province of Alberta 
I the speaker pointed out that H. R. H. 
the Prince of Wales, after visiting ev 
ery part of the British Empire decid¬ 
ed to make his home in Alberta. He 
referred to Alberta’s oil and mineral 
wealth and said that he was pleased 
and surprised by the immense develop 
ment which was being undertaken in 
Turner Valley. > 

The former chancellor said England 
had definitely made progress in trade 
shipbuilding and manufacturing. Eng 
land was the greatest ship building 
country in the world, building more 
ships than all other countries combin¬ 
ed; was still the greatest trading na¬ 
tion, with 62 per cent, of the tonnage 
passing through the Suez canal be¬ 
longing to Britain. Wages were high 
er, and England was ready to pay her 
debts at all times. 

“England is still the world’s great¬ 
est creditor nation, and her invest¬ 
ments in the British Empire are larg 
er than those of the great republic of 
the United States, which has not had 
to bear the burdens which England is 
overthrowing.’’ 

Since coming here I have witnessed 
good crops, heard the farmers were to 
get good prices for their grain, saw 
for myself the great oil development 
—all with a deep sense of satisfaction 
,The political and social status of Bri 
tain stood ahead of every country in 
Europe. The national habits of tem¬ 
perance are also being reformed. 
There has been a decline in drunken- 
ess and in crimes and diseases of 
drunkeness and many of our prisons 
have been closed since the war. All 
this has been achieved without her¬ 
oics which other systems of dealing 
with drunkenness seems to have re¬ 
quired. 

“Also in the political sphere, 1 am 
not afraid. 1 am sure that the work¬ 
ing classes will eventually cast aside 
that barbarous delusion, Socialism, 
which has been imported into Britain 
from such unhappy countries as Rus¬ 
sia and Germany, which did not know 
our political freedom. British secur¬ 
ity will not be fatally reduced because 
of it. We can trust the people, and 
need never doubt the English democ¬ 
racy. 

.“The British Empire’s first interest 
is for peace. We want peace. We 
have had all we want of fame and 
glory and we want to have peace to de 
velop the tremendous resources of the 
Empire. We need peace and 1 cannot

see why we should not get it. 

“Britain has for 200 years had su¬ 
premacy of the seas and in that time 
did not abuse it! On the contrary* she 
opened up her ports to the trade of 
the world and swept them of piracy 
and the slave trade. And when the 
greatest war the world has ever seen 
swooped down on Europe it was the 
British natiop which stood for the se¬ 
curity of the whole world, and during j 
the war rendered service to all of the ; 
allies. Of the ISO G< •rman submarines ! 
destroyed 170 were destroyed by the j 
British navy. 

“It was agreed at Washington con¬ 
ference that there should be a parity j 
between United States and Britain, 
that they should he equal on the seas. 
The United States is a large self-con- j 
tained'eountry whereas Britain is on-! 
ly a small densely populated island, \ 
out it contains a population of 4- r > mil- \ 
lions. The only means of protection J 
depends upon the free passage of 
ships over thousands of miles of wa- 1 
ter. | 

“Under such conditions how could! 
there be parity between them. There l 
is no parity. That Britain and the l’n 
ited States ^should be equal on the 1 
seas is unfair, as it relocates her to 1 
a position of inferiority on the seas. 
It is a conclusion that I shall do my 
utmost to prevent. 

“Our naval strength should not he 
allowed to fall below our domestic re 
quirements. 

“If the United States wishes to 
build more cruisers, why should she I 
not build them. Have we not signed 
the Kellogg pact, by which we ajl 
agree to settle our problems by peace 
ful means. Therefore, we are assured 
that she will not ulse them against us. 
Let each of the nations build what 
they think they require in their own 
interests.” 

Hon. Arthur Meighen who was pres 
ent, paid a glowing^trihute to the mer 
its of Mr. Churchill when he was ask¬ 
ed to extend thanks to the speaker. 
For the people of Canada as a whole, 
he thanked the speaker for the sever¬ 
al addresses delivered. He made ref¬ 
erence to Churchill’s sturdy consisten¬ 
cy, which has been the main element 
in his life. 

Replying on behalf of his father, 
Randolph Churchill, expressed his fa¬ 
ther’s thanks.

Time dims all things, and many peo 
pie have found it easy to forget that 
the first non-stop flight across the At¬ 
lantic ocean in a heavier than air fly¬ 
ing machine was made by two British 
aviators.- The publicity given to such 
events today is much greater than it 
was ten years ago and the rapidity 
with which things have happened in 
aviation in the past decade has help¬ 
ed to dim the memory of some of th 
I pioneers. The very fact that a Cana¬ 
dian school boy recently-named a for- 
; eign flyer as the first to cross the oc- 
[ean in a plane, indicates a lack of 
knowledge of his teachers. 

! It is a little more than ten years 
since the flight discussed above was 
made by Captain John Alcock and 
Lieut. Arthur W. Brown. In a recent 
issue Canadian Aviations gave a very 
interesting article under the heading 
of T ‘Ten Y r ears Ago Last Month” ref¬ 
erence was made to Louis lileriot 
crossing the English channel in 1909 
in a light monoplane. Ten years la¬ 
ter the scene is changed to New 
Foundland. The feelings of these 
two starting on a flight never at¬ 
tempted before over some 1800-1900 
miles of ocean may be imagined. Here 
is what “Aviation” says of the flight: 

“It was Alcock’s intention to keep 
in wireless communication with land 
during his flight, but almost at the 
start the little propeller driving his 
generator went adrift and thus silenc 
ed him, so once he was out of sight 
no more was heard or seen of him for 
over fifteen hours. 

“While a tense public awaited news 
over the tossing Atlantic the big Vick 
ers-Vimy engines of 350 h.p. apiece, 
was roaring its way. The handling of 
this big machine with its 67 ft. span, 
designed for bombing Berlin from 
Eastern France, loaded with some 865 
gallons of gasoline and other 50 of 
oil, even under first class conditions, 
required more than a little skill, but 
mid-Atlantic conditions were just the 
reverse of ideal. 

“Clouds, thick mist, rain, and wind 
all did their bit to force the gallant 
pair down into the waves. From fly¬ 
ing a few' feet above the water they 
would climb to 13,000 feet to get 
a glimpse of the stars to map their 
course. Clouds then sweeping round 
them would blo^ everything out, and 
with no horizon, no sea, not even a 
sight of their own wing-tips, they 
would fly blindly on, wondering in 
exactly what position the aircraft was 
Then, of a sudden, through the mist 
right ahead of them, they saw white 
caps and like a flash they realized 
they' were diving at some 140 miles 
an hour vertically into the ocean. 
With every muscle strained Alcock 
pulled her out of her divb, just in time 
as he said himself afterwards, so 
I abruptly that the good old.Vimy al- 
j most looped. 

j ‘And so for five, ten, fifteen hours, 
Alcock doggedly flew on and on, fight¬ 
ing every inch of the way, while Whit 
ten Brown at his side was making his 
calculations, navigating a course that 
neither could ever'see. Not a ship had 
they' sighted, nothing to buoy them 
up anrMielp them to feel that they 
were getting anywhere, nothing but 
a tossing sea beneath and mist and 
wind-swept clouds above. 

“Then suddenly—but let Whitten 
Brown speak for himself. ‘Alcock 
grabbed my shoulder, twisted me 
round, seemed excited to me, pointed 
ahead and below. His lips were mov¬ 
ing, but whatever he said was inaud¬ 
ible above the roar of the motors. I 
followed the direction indicated by 
his out-stretched forefinger, and bare 
ly visible through the mist, it showed 
me two tiny specks of . . • • land! This 
happened at 8-15 a.m. on June 15. 
With a light heart, I put away charts 
and tables of calculation and disre¬ 
garded compass needles. My work as 
a navigator of the flight was at an 
| end. 

j “Then came »their landing near the 
wireless masts by Cliffden and the At 
! lantic flight had been made non-stop, 
a distance of 1890 miles in the official 
time of 15 hours and 57 minutes, 
j “Ten years ago last June!” 


CAREFUL IN THE FUTURE 


On Thursday the 29th of August, 
Mr. Walter Ward of Arrowwood was 
discharged by Magistrate Rogers of 
Lomond from a charge which had 
been conferred against him by Walter 
Pleasants of Lomond. The evidence 
disclosed the fact that on November 
30th, 1928, Ward purchased a brown 
mare from W. F. Jennijohn, the 
poundkeeper of the Municipal District 
of Marquis. The brand which was in¬ 
distinct, was then read by the muni¬ 
cipal brand reader as H E on the left 
hip. The mare was branded with the 
municipal brand before delivery to 
Ward and was duly advertised in the 
Provincial Gazette. Later the mare 
escaped from Ward's pasture and^for 
a long time he did not know what had 
become of it. It appears that it re¬ 
turned to its original owner, one 
Schultz, and was delivered by Schultz 
to Walter'Pleasants who had purchas¬ 
ed the mare and was the owner at the 
time that she was impounded. On ac- 
epunt of the mare having the munici¬ 
pal brand Pleasants-enquired of Mr. 
McLean, the secretary-treasurer of 
the Marquis Municipality, and ascer¬ 
tained that the mare in question must 
be the one which had been sold to 
Ward but he retained possession of 
her without communicating with 
Ward in any way. Ward later learned 
through Mr. McLean that Pleasants 
had the mare and went and took her 
with the results that Pleasants charg¬ 
ed him with theft. His sole ground of 
complaint apparently rested in the 
fact that the brand on the mare was 
in fact an H L -instead of H E as it 
had been interpreted by the brand 
reader. The Magistrate quite proper¬ 
ly held that Ward had committed no 
offence. 

A. A. Itallach ey, K .G., of High Riv¬ 
er, counsel for Ward, severely criti¬ 
cised the Magistrate for having issu¬ 
ed warrant in the first instance. It 
was obvious that the mare bore the 
municipal brand which could only be 
explained by the fact that the sale 
through the pound had taken place 
} and therefore he should have made 
pmore careful enquiries as to the facts 
I before allowing such a severe charge 
to be laid. He characterized the Mag 
istrate’s action in submitting a man 
of Mr. Ward’s position to the indigni¬ 
ty of arrest and the expense. of de¬ 
fending such an obviously absurd 
charge as scandalous and constituting 
a grave derelication of his duty as a 
Magistrate. He intimated that a very 
casual enquiry as to-the facts would 
have made it clear that no offence of 
any kind had been committed.

Home No. 3 well is justified it means 
> that Home Oils are today in a posi¬ 
tion to produce in excels of 60,000 
barrels of naptha per month or over 
720,000 barrels per year. At ^SV.OO 
per barrel, this means a present rev¬ 
enue at the rate of more than $3,000,- 
000 per year.

ANTELOPE^ESERVE 

The South Saskatchewan river as it 
coils and crawls like a great silver 
snake across the prairies, constituted 
one of the most magnificent sight of 
Western Canada. At Rapid Narrows, 
a point between Medicine Hat and 
Empress, it almost encircles two 
townships of land. In 1922 the Do- 
minion'j-Government set aside this 
beautiful spot as an antelope sanctu¬ 
ary for the purpose of guarding 
against these graceful native animals 
of the prairies becoming extinct.

As yet it is little known to the public 
in general, although very frequently 
tourists have made special trips 
there for the sole purpose of seeing 
an antelope before leaving the West.

He May Drill for Oil and Gas on His \ 
Land if He So Desires 

“No mineral and petroleum rights' 
will be granted on the Prince of j 
Wales’ ranch at High River by order j 
of the department of the interior,’’ 
Professor W. L. Carlyle stated to the 
press recently in regard to wild ru¬ 
mors emanating from Landon, Eng¬ 
land to the effect that rich oil discov¬ 
eries have been made on the ranch. 
Professor Carlyle explained that the 
petroleum rights on the prince’s ranch 
are held in reserve, until further no¬ 
tice. Prior. to this order, a certain 
part of the ranch, was filed on by two 
applicants but no drilling will he per¬ 
mitted except by- permission of the 
minister of the interior. . Henceforth 
no application for petroleum and na¬ 
tural gas rights on the property will 
be accepted. 

The Prince of Wales is quite at lib¬ 
erty to drill for oil on the E.P. ranch 
in Alberta if he obtains the necessary 
leases, Hon. Charles Stewart, minis¬ 
ter of the interior^ stated. 

The rumor of possible oil wells on 
the Prince’s ranch, has caused much 
excitement in Ottawa, but so far no 
word has been received from the 
Prince as to any intention of drilling, 
said the minister.

RIGID ENFORCEMENT 

Drastic action will be taken by the 
. A. P. P. when the duck shooting sea- 
, son begins against all and sundry who 
do not strictly observe the game reg¬ 
ulations. Members of the torce have 
been instructed by Commissioner 
Bryan to prosecute rigidly all infrac¬ 
tions of the Game Act. They will re¬ 
ceive assistance for the detection and 
prosecution of offenders from a spec¬ 
ially detailed squad of plain clothes 
men. 

The calendar d^te for the opening 
of the duck-shooting is September lh. 
As the 15th this year falls on a Sun¬ 
day, the season will not open on that 
day, inasmuch as Sunday shooting is 
illegal, hut one hour before sunrise 
on September 16. 

. Such offences as shooting on Sun¬ 
day, exceeding the bag limit, not hav¬ 
ing * the necessary license, shooting 
during the hours of night, will he rig¬ 
orously dealt with. 

Commissioner Bryan has made the 
following statement: 

“We are doing everything we can 
to enforce the laws and protect the 
game, but if we are to make a success 
of it, we must have the co-operation 
of every real sportsman in the prov¬ 
ince. If a man is a real sportsman and 
has the future of his sport at heart, 
he will report any breaches of the 
Game Act which he observes. It is 
only with such co-operation that the 
Game Act can be made useful. Spurts 
men want these protective measures 
and they should co-operate in putting 
them into effect.” 

The bag for ducks is limited to 30 
per day and 200 per season. For 
1 geese the bag is limited to 15 a day.

j WHEREAS it is expedient for the 
Town of Vulcan to borrow the .sum of 
Ten thousand ($10,000.00) on the se¬ 
curity of the said Town of Vulcan for 
the purpose as set forth below name¬ 
ly: _ . 

$7500.00—To purchase a combin¬ 
ed pumping engine and hose 
truck 

j To purchase. 1500 feet of 2’z in. 
Fire hose ' 

To provide cisterns at five loca¬ 
tions in the town, the total capac¬ 
ity being approximately 100,000 
imperial gallons. 

$2500-—To gravel Railway Aven¬ 
ue from Vulcan Street to the In¬ 
dependent Elevator, Vulcan Street 
from Railway Avenue to Pacific 
Avenue, and Atlantic Avenue 
from Apollo Street to Neptune 
Street.
